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University of Illinois Will Inaugurate Farm Short Course 


JEight Week 
Program to 
Begin Nov. 24 
To Teach New 
Farm Methods, 
Research Work 


^ URBANA—The 
University of 


Illinois college of agriculture is 
going to give farm boys a chance 
to go to college without requiring 
them to spend a whole year in 
classrooms and laboratories. 


Dean H. P. Rusk announced to- 


day that the college had com- 
pleted a long-desired 
plan 
to 


offer an intensive 8-week winter 
short course in general agricul- 
^jire for farm boys. 
The first 


course will open Nov. 24 
this 


year and will run through Jan. 25. 


With the completion of the plans 


for the short course 
program, 


Dean Rusk announced the appoint- 
ment of Marshall J. Scott. On a 
half-time basis as assistant to 
the dean effective Sept. 1. 
He 


will be assigned to associate dean 
R. R. Hudelson's office and will 
supervise the short course work, 


will continue to work half 


time for the college of educa- 
•cion. 


• Gives Further Training 


Scott graduated from the col- 


lege of agriculture in 1932 and 
recived his doctor's degree from 
the college of education last year. 
He has had extensive experience 
as a high school vocational agri- 
culture 
instructor 
in Equality, 


Ifreeburg and Fisher. 
9 At the time of his appoint- 
ment to the agriculture staff, he 
waa on a leave of absence from 
th« Fisher high school to do spe- 
cial work for the college of edu- 
cation. 


"The whole short course pro- 


gram,'' Dean Rusk said, "is de- 
signed especially for farm boys 
who sincerely want more training 
In agriculture but who don't feel 
*hat they can go to college the 
^ ear round or complete the work 


for a 4-year degree. 


Latest Information 


"With this 8-week winter pro- 


gram, the boy can take time away 
from the farm to study the latest 
information on soils, crops, live- 
stock and machinery. He will be- 
come better acquainted with the 
research work at the college and 
with the men who do the work." 


To be eligible to enroll in the 


*hort course program, 
a boy 


must be a high school graduate or 
at least 1 years of age and must 
have had farm experience. If he 
does not live on a farm, farm ex- 
perience may have been obtained 
through summer farm work or 
through the successful completion 
of 4-H or vocational agriculture 
projects. 


From 10 to 12 general agricul- 


ture courses will be offered, in- 


•bluding work in farm manage- 


ment) marketing, farm 
machin- 


ery, crop production, soil man- 
agement, livestock and dairy cat- 
tle feeding^ and management, for- 
estry and horticulture. Each stu- 
dent will 
select four 
or 
five 


courses which interest him most. 
All courses will be taught by reg- 
ular staff members of the col- 
lege.

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Russians Will Bring Trouble 
To Japanese Treaty Talks 


The United States does not believe any good can come 


from Russia's decision to take part in the Japanese peace 
treaty conference at San Francisco next month. 


First of all. the Soviet Union plainly has no intention of 


signing the treaty. The Kremlin is expected, therefore, to 
use every device at its command to obstruct or delay its ap- 
proval by the free world. 


To understand what lies ahead, we have to remember 


that industrial Japan and Germany are prime objectives in 
Russia's projected course of world conquest. Hence Moscow 
cannot sit idly by and watch Japan pass into the Western 
orbit, as would be the case under the proposed treaty. 


In accepting a bid to attend at San Francisco, the Rus- 


sians informed the West they would have their own treaty 
proposals to offer. They do not expect to win general en- 
dorsement of these, nor can they block the signing of the 
tentatively approved pact. There will be no veto at the con- 
ference, and any nation that wishes may sign. 
* 
• 
* 


At the very minimum, the Russians intend to exploit the 


meeting for propaganda purposes. They see it as a forum 
comparable to the United Nations, since the world's eyes will 
be upon San Francisco in September. 


But they certainly have larger hopes. India, Burma, In- 


donesia and the Philippines indicate they dislike some fea- 
tures of the treaty draft. The Soviet Union, failing broader 
gains, will probably strive to persuade these and other Asi- 
atic countries not to sign. It might then be able to win the 
label, "white man's treaty," on the document fashioned so 
painstakingly by John Foster Dulles and others. 


Beyond that, the Russians may seek indefinite delay on a 


general signing of the pact, by diverting participants' atten- 
tion to prospects of a broad Far Eastern settlement. 
' 


In this tactic, the Korean cease-fire negotiations could 


conceivably play a part. The Kremlin might stage-manage 
the talks so that an armistic occurs on the very eve of the 
treaty conference. This would be offered as1 proof of Rus- 
sian reasonableness and sincerity. Willowy Asiatics like 
Prime Minister Nehru unquestionably would be strongly im-

Pressure for Far Eastern talks might be consid- 


On the other hand. Moscow might stall the Korean nego- 


tiations until the San Francisco session is well under way. It 
might then try to fit them into a wider Far Eastern settle- 
ment, possibly with the idea of trading a cease-fire for politi- 
cal concessions affecting Formosa and Communist China. 


Clearly the possibilities are legion. Of one thing Western 


diplomats are positive. Russia's entry into the peace treaty 
scene spells trouble. The history of Soivet participation in 
international conferences from 1945 on is a frustrating story 
of delay, disruption, confusion and futility. No one figures 
it to be different this time.»

The West will be lucky if it can now carry off this meet- 


ing in the scheduled four days. But it must do everything 
within reason to defeat the Russian game without seeming 
to deny them a fair hearing. If that means stringent rules 
to limt debate and deal with violators, well and good. 


The proposed Jap treaty is a milestone of importance, 


close at hand. The cause of free Asia and the whole world 
will be served if it can be adopted by all or a high propor- 
tion of the free nations coming to San Francisco. It must be 
the West's resolve to see this goal achieved, obstructive Rus- 
sia's efforts to the contrary notwithstanding.

cago correspondent, "and hope 
that I will be able to give you 
enough information. That Isn't 
easy, because it's one of those sit- 
uations in which the pack builds 
up and up until all the players 
have ulcers of the stomach from 
sheer excitement, 


"The pack was born froze with 


each side needing only 50 points 
for the ' first meld. Everybody 
throws safe cards, including ten 
wild cards. You draw from the 
stock and hold three aces, three 
kings, three eights and three 
fours. You must now discarad 
from oiu: of those triplets. 


"No ace or four has ever been 


discaided. The player at your left 
has discarded two eights, at his 
last two turns to play; but no 
other eight has been discarded by 
anybody. Only one king has been 
discarded—by your partner at his 
last turn to play. 


"Assuming that all ihe players 


are experienced Cnna.sta players 
(they consider themselves pretty 
good, too), what should you dis- 
card at this p'oint?" 


A very interesting little prob- 


lem. 
The safest discard stands 


right out. In this situation you 
should discard one of the kings. 


We can begin by eliminating the 


aces and fours. They have never 
appeared, and they are by far the 
most dangerous cards to throw. 


The eights are a possibility, of 


course. The plnyer at your left has 
thrown two of thorn. Unless he 
started with four of thorn, or 
unless he picked one at his last 


turn, he docs not have a pair of 
eights left. 


However, it is very likely that 


he did have four of them %vhen he 
discarded the first eight. It was 
then a very dangerous discard. 
What is more natural than for 
him to discard the rank that he 
had most of? 


On this basis, you are suspicious 


of the eights. You don't rule them 
out entirely, but you look around 
for something better. 


Now consider your partner's 


last discard of a king. It was the 
first king to appear. Obviously, 
your partner, didn't choose this 
moment to throw a singleton king. 
He must have had enough kings 
to make the discard look safer 
than anything else he could throw. 
He surely had at least three kings, 
in other words; perhaps four or 
five. 


If he had three kings, there 


arc only two that are left to be 
accounted for. Perhaps both of 
them are at your left; but that 
would be hard luck. If your part- 
ner had more than three kings, 
your discard is perfectly safe.

iam Randolph Hearst never was afraid to cry out, nowaday! are 
falling under a taboo which makes timid men doubtful of thejr own 
opinions, and newspaper editors afraid. The Orient is ignorant and 
irutal and, as Mr. Hearst wrote, its ideals are

wholly foreign and offensive" to the ideals of the 
western white peoples. He had the moral courage 
and the wisdom to say that tides of invasion from 
he interior of Asia were the real menace to West- 
rn civilization.. They threatened our religion, and 
such great achievements of Western people as the 
American Constitution and our characteristic re- 
straints on our rulers and our personal conduct. 


Imploring Lord Northcliffe, the English pub- 


iaher, who imitated Hearst in superficial things 
n journalism, to use his great influence to end the 
~ w>*tbrook*r«iier 


irst world war, Hearst wrote: "The next war might be all of Europ* 
and all of Asia. Then, if Europe is sufficiently prostrate, the ideals 
and institutions of our Occidental civilization might fail of defense. 
That is a fearful prospect for you, as Englishmen, and for us, as 
Americans." 


He despised the English nation in the political sense without c'Jf- 


respect for the English people as members of the Occidental family. 
le frequently admonished European politicians that they were 
uilty of a wrong against the United States in weakening through 


war, the power of Western civilization to maintain itself against the 
Orient. 
Although we were politically separate from Europe, we had 


a rightful share in Western civilization which was inseperable from 
heir share. And the way to maintain it was not for Englishmen 
and Americans to fight Germans, but for all the Occident to live at 
>eace, even submitting to rearrangements of European boundaries 
is incidents of no ultimate importance. 
The man, who carried on this 


lame long campaign passionately 
igainst World War II until the 
-ery hour of Pearl Harbor when, 
as in 1917, he suspended his op- 
position, nevertheless 
was ridi- 


culed and smeared more than any 
ither prominent American of his 
ime for his horrified vision of the 
'uture. 
Paradoxically 
he was 


called a war-monger because, in 
lis early days, he had cried up 
he cause of the persecuted Cu- 
bans and covered with enthusiasm 
and a professional skill without 
precedent in the history of jour- 
nalism, a tin-pot war which drove 
Spain out of our territorial wa- 
ers. The material profits of that 
ivar were Incalculable. It was the 
ast war to pay off. 


Since the Pacific war of World 


War II the people of the United 
States have been muzzled in their 
thinking and expression. 
All our 


nformation warns us that the 
Chinese, for all their vaunted an- 
cient "civilization," are indifferent 
to values which we hold precious. 
Human life is worthless and the 
nfliction of terrible suffering is 
not disapproved. 
With only a 


few exceptions, they are foully 
dirty, they can be governed only 
yy brutal power, and they have 
never learned in all their centur- 
es to raise enough food to feed 
themselves. 
But, Americans _ are 


Lold, we must be careful not to 
mention the differences between 
them and Western White people,

differences 
between

'civilization," which is held to be 
fine because it is antique, and 
ours. We must not exclude them 
from our country, lest we offend 
them. That is "racism," which is 
suddenly, arbitrarily, bad. 
That 


is "genocide," a Geechee term 
which came out of the United 
Nations to forbid intelligent men 
free discussion of issues and dif- 
ferences between one complexion, 
one culture, and another. 


The American Negro is a "col- 


ored" 'man and he has been ex- 
ploited for base purposes by the 
promoters of this false restraint. 
To speak of the superior civiliza- 
tion of the Occidental "White" 
breeds over the Asiatic hordes Is 
represented as a show of contempt 
for 
the American Negro. But 


that was not the idea. The Ne- 
gro in the United States shares 
that Occidental civilization and 
culture. He has as strong a mo- 
tive as» the White" American to de- 
fend it and to learn the conflict 
between the Orient and the Occi- 
dent. 


When Franklin D. Roosevelt 


went flying to Chicago to accept 
his first nomination in 1832, he 
owed his triumph to Hearst, who 
had turned the tide for him. But 


Hearst was the first of 
velt's important 
supporters 
to

workers who are responsible for giving a sense of home and parent- 
hood to. children whose own homes and parents have failed them. 


-'"For 'cottage parents,' they told me, "we employ people who are 


Interested in children, have contentment, a set of life values, humility, 
and 9, sincere desire for self-improvement." 


They needn't have bothered to list the first four traits. The sin- 


cere desire for self-improvement includes all of them. 


If Mrs. Brown is sincerely interested in improving her own human 


quality, she's unable to avoid being interested in her daughter Jane 
and Jane's human quality. 


When Jane whines over losing a new hair-ribbon, her mother 


oesn't say irritably. "Oh, run along, don't bother me." 
Mrs. Brown, 


to symptoms of self-pity in herself, has found a way to deal with 


them when they appear. 


She says to Jane, "Well, we can't let a hair-ribbon steal our hap- 


piness. Come on out to the kitchen. I'll make a cake and you can 
whip up that chocolate icing you like to make." 


CONTENTMENT IS A BY-PRODUCT 


Contentment is a by-product of the sincere desire for self-im- 


provement. Mrs. Jones can't be very content if she is filled with re- 
sentments that she doesn't acknowledge or wish to correct. Her dis- 
content keeps her so busy blaming other people's faults for her state 
of mind that she has no time to explore her own. 


She finds it easier, for example, to nag Mr. Jones for neglecting 


ier than to try and make herself into the kind of person it is im- 
possible to neglect. Though she doesn't know it, her neglect of self- 
impro'vement is the cause of Mr. Jones' neglect. 


'A set of life values is our blueprint for self-improvement. We 


check our repairs and remodeling plans by it. But a set of values is 
just talk if it doesn't inspire action. To have a set of life values with- 
out the sincere desire for self-improvement makes no sense at all. 


Humility, of course, is the recognition thatwe need improvement. 
"Cottage parents," their employers will tell us. have an amazing 


influence on the delinquent children who live with them. 


Under the training of people whose outstanding trait is the de- 


sire for self-improvement, hard children become flexible, trustworthy, 
ind responsive. 


Just being around human brings who work consciously at self- 


improvement appears to encourage children to have a go at it them- 
selves. 
They want to learn the secret that makes their leaders in- 


terested in others, content, sure of what they believe, why they believe 
it, and not afraid to admit they have faults. 
We should find the qualifications for "cottage parents" pretty sug- 


gestive. We should find interest in the proposition that we'd better 
attend to our own improvement if we want Junior to attend to his.

Senate Group 
Promises to 
Explore Story 
Claim Moscow Knew 
Japan Would Attack 
The United States 


WASHINGTON, (AP)—Senate 


promised today to 


explore fully a story that a Com- 
munist spy ring with some Ameri- 
cans in its ranks assured Moscow 
before Pearl Harbor that Japan 
would attack the United States. 


Mitsusada Yoshikawa, director 


of special investigations for the 
Japanese attorney general, told 
the story in sworn testimony be- 
fore the senate subcommittee on 
Internal security yesterday. 


Senator Ferguson (R-Mich), a 


member, and Robert Moms, coun- 
sel to the group, said the entire 
matter will be gone into deeply at 
further hearings. • 


Sent To Gallows 


Yoshikawa said Richard Sorge, 


whom he sent to the gallows as 
head of the spy ring, named the 
late writer Agnes Smedley as a 
U.S. member of the ring. But 
Sorge never gave the names of a 
" young officer connected with 
the American consulate at Shang- 
hai" and an American newspaper 
correspondent who also were mem- 
bers, Yoshikawa said. 


The witness said Sorge con-

fessed that his mission was (1) 
to spy on Japanese and German 
war plans, and (2) to induce Ja- 
pan to strike at the U.S.. Britain, 
France and the Netherlands, but 
not at Russia, if she struck at all. 


Shaped 'Plans 


He said the ring thus not only 


had advance information of Jap- 
anese plans, but had helped to 
shape them through the exercises 
of influence on "brain trusters" 
In the Japanese government. 


The lean, spectacled witness, 


speaking in Japanese through an 
Interpreter, described the capture 
of Sorge in November, 1941, a few 
weeks before Pearl Harbor. 


He said Sorge 'felt relieved that 


he had Just about completed all 
the work he had set out to do" 
before his arrest. 


Was Nazi, Too 


He said that Sorge, although a 


Russian agent and a Communist, 
also was a member of the Nazi 
party so fully trusted by German 
Ambassador Eugene Ott that Ott 
denounced his arrest. Yoshikawa 
said Sorge was able to warn 
Russia before" Hitler's invasion of 
that country June 22, 1941. 


The witness told the senators 


the name of the Institute of Pa- 
cific Relations—whose affairs are 
under their scrutiny—cropped up 
in the investigation. He said he 
learned some Institute 
officials 


were members of the spy band. 


Chairman McCarran (D-Nev) of 


the subcommittee has charged 
that Communists used the IPR to 
influence U.S. foreign policy for 
the benefit of the Kremlin. The 
IPR, a private organization, has 
denied the accusation.

Kennedy wants a good look at how 
cadets get in in the first place 
Kennedy, Massachusetts Demo- 
crat and decorated war veteran 
yesterday asked the house to ap- 
prove creation of a 12-man board 
to examine the methods used for 
admitting young m«n to West 
Point and Annapolis, too. 


Political Favoritism

through political favoritism while 
others,

getting in:

mitted. 


2. By being appointed. There's

Each of the 435 House members 


and 96 Senators in congress is 
allowed by law to have four men 
appointed by him in the academy 
at any one time, provided the ap 
pointee comes from the Congress- 
man's district or the Senator's 
state. 


But the Senator or Congressman 


suits himself on how he makes the 
appointment. If a number of youths 
ask him for appointment, he can 
let them take a civil service exami- 
nation and then appoint the one 
with the best score. Or he can ig- 
nore all the applicants except one, 
which may be his own son, u 
stranger, or the son of someone to 
whom he owes a political favor. 


Each 
congressional appointee 


must take the entrance exams. But 
in (loins so he is not in competition 
with anyone. If he passes, he's in. 


The Competitive Method 


The president can appoint the 


son of any man who was in the 
regular service, whether he was an 


officer or enlisted man, and whe- 
ther or not the father is still in 
service, is retired, or dead. 


Also the president can appoin 


the sons of men who fought ii 
World Wars I and II—whether or 
not the father was a regular or 
draftee—provided the father was 
killed in service or died as a resut 
of his service. 


The number of men whom the 


president can appoint from thesi 
two groups is limited and the> 
must take a competitive exami 
nation. 


Outstanding graduates of honor 


schools—that is, schools with a 
reserve officers training corps- 
can take an examination for West 
Point. In this they compete against 
one another. The highest scorers 
win. The schools pick those taking 
the tests. 


Every year the army and navy 


hold competitive tests for their 
enlisted men who want to get into 
West Point, choosing those with 
the highes scores. These tests are 
taken where the men are in serv- 
ice. For instance, a man in Korea 
would take it in Korea. A man 
must have been in the service one 
year before he can get into West 
Point. 


The maximum number of cadets 


in West Point at any one time is 
2.426 from this country. In addi- 
tion, the president may appoint a 
total of 21 students, selected by the

Point, The Dixon Evening Telegraph is reprinting this 
series by Westbrook Pegler about the U. S. Military 
Academy, which originally appeared in 1929. This is the 
fourth of six articles:

The cadets of the West Point football team were finish- 


ing their last meal at their training table. Tomorrow they 
would be dispersed and would take breakfast in the darkness 
long before dawn with their respective companies at company 
tables, spread over a floor as large as the field of the Yale 
Bowl. 


Then, there would be no football 


team until next September, nor 
any heroic football figures, either, 
for the hero-men of the varsity 
squads, shrink suddenly back to 
normal dimensions the moment 
the crowds begin to shuttle out of 
the stadium- after the last game. 
So swift and radical a change 
would smack of ignominy in an 
aristocracy but I find that football 
players as a class are democratic. 


Perfect Democracy 


And West Point is the almost 


perfect democracy, where no man 
has pocket 
money, where 
all 


clothes are cut from the same bolt 
to the same pattern and a cadet 
with a heritage of $2,000,000 had 
to forego his Christmas leave a 
year ago because he had not saved 
enough money from his govern- 
ment pay to provide him an al- 
lowance of $7.50 a day while he 
would have been absent. 


It is a democracy of aristocrats 


if you insist, for they are taught 
to be most superior; taught to 
command; taught contempt for 
politicians, tolerance for civilians 
and a slightly condescending re- 
spect for the Navy. 


Tomorrow 
m o r n i n g . 
Bud 


Sprague, captain of the 1928 foot- 
ball team, whose name had been 
shouted in a hundred detonating 
cheers by the gray mass of the 
corps at Chicago, New York, Cam- 
bridge and New Haven, would be 
back with his company, with the 
pleasant prerogatives of a first 
classman and table commandant, 
but only a faint remnant of his 
football prestige, if any. ' 


Horseplay Afoot 


Mr. Spike Nave, the graduating 


quarterback, left his place at the 
dining table and stooped over with 
his arm on Mr. Chris Cagle's 
shoulders to speak to him. Too 
quieting to be missed from his 
place, Mr. Johnny Murrcll, the full- 
back, had left his chair and slid 
under the table. There was a 
heave and a struggle and the table 
leaped from the floor with plat- 
ters and cups crashing. 


A plebe of the B football squad, 


sitting next to Mr. Sprague, went 
to the floor, pinioned, kicking, 
wriggling and trying to strike. 
One foot was forced upward with 
the pants leg yawning and Mr. 
Hammack leaned over with a 
water pitcher to pour it down the 
pants of the young man, who gave 
a special wrench just then, kicked 
the pitcher and tipped it over him- 
self.

education in a variety of colleges, 
ranging from the big state uni- 
versities down to little tin-roof in- 
stitutions far off on the branch 
lines, whose football teams have to 
accept dates with the famous 
teams and take grotesque lickings 
in order to pick up gate receipts 
to buy • next year's equipment. It 
does not seem amiss that among 
this clement there should bob up 
from year to year a trio or more 
of men who played from one to 
three years on various varsities.

sola several years ago," I recalled.
